TRAIN WITH IOO PASSENGERS 
PLUNGED INTO THE RIVER 


Special to th* Evening New*. 
Oklahoma City, Sept. 18, 3:30 p. rn. 
— A Rock Island passenger train, at 
hour of five this morning, crashed 
into a collapsing 
bridge 
over the 
Cimarron river between 
Kingfisher 
and Dover. The whole train, save two 
sleepers, 
plunged 
into 
the raging 
waters below. 
One hundred people went down with 
the cars. 
At first it was reported that 
all but three perished, but the latest 
advices give the numbers of dead as 
only five or six. 
This is thought to be 
as inaccurate as the first. 
However, 
most of the occupants of the cars were 
rescued, many of them from drifts be­ 
low, and were taken to the nearest 
stations for 
medical 
attention. 
A 
great many were injured more or less 
seriously. 
The collapse of the bridge was due to 
the heavy rains which had made of the 
river a raging torrent. The continuous 
strain proved too much for the timbers. 


ILLEGAL OIL LEASES. 


Minor Must Sign After Attaining His 
Majority. 
Muskogee, I. T. Sept. 18.—Thera 
has been a few cases in Indian Territo­ 
ry where minor leases for oil purposes 
have been taken, where the disabilities 
have been removed by the court, in 
accordance with th* laws of Arkansas. 
There has been a question as to 
whether they were legal or not, and 
the m atter was finally submitted to 
the Attorney General of the United 
States by the United States Indian 
Agent, and his opinion is that they are 
illegal, unless subsequently signed by 
the minor after he attains his majority.

REPUBLICANS ESPOUSE

COAL BELT TOWNS HOLD 
PRELIMINARY CONFERENCE 


South McAlester, I. T,, Sept. IS. —A 
preliminary conference 
of delegates 
| from the towns of the territory coal j 
belt, which are situated on the segre­ 
gated lands of the Choctaw and Chick- j 
asaw Nations, was held in this city at ■ 
the Busby Hotel yesterday afternoon 
at 3 o’clock. 
Boone Williams of Le­ 
high was in the chair and a number of 
representatives of the coal towns were 
present. 
It was planned to hold a large con- 
-mtion in this city some time in No­ 
vember, when the Senate committee 
to investigate the surface of the seg­ 
regated lands will be in session, and 
that a memorial will be presented to 
that committee upon the proper dis­ 
posal of the surface of the segregated 
lands. This convention will be made 
up of all sorts of delegates—bankers, 
farmers, Indians, professional men and 
others—so that the committee from 
the Senate can not claim that it was 
dominated by land men, coal operators, 
railroads and those who were inimical 
to the best interests of the Indians. 


When 
interviewed 
concerning the 
segregated 
iands, 
Chairman 
Boone 
Williams said that the segregated coal 
lands around Lehigh and Coalgate are 
worth $25 to $50 an acre; that ll per 
cent of the entire holdings of the Choc­ 
taw and Chickasaw Nations were em­ 
braced in the segregated lands, and 
that 67 per cent of the rest belonged 
to the minors of the two Nations, and 
was tied up by the regulations of the 
Interior Department. 


Stebbins on Trill. 
In U. S. commissioner’s court, at 2 
o’clock Tuesday afternoon, was begun 
the preliminary trial of Dick Stebbins, 
charged with assault with intent to kill 
John Cleveland last Saturday after­ 
noon. At the hour of four six witnesses 
had been examined, four called by the 
government and two by the defendant. 
It was thought the hearing would be 
completed ere night. 
Later:—Stebbins was bound over in 
a bond of $1,000 to await the action of 
the grand jury.

(Hooly) Bell is a unique and interest­ 
ing character. 
His humorous and di­ 
rect language marks him as an Indian 
in a class all to himself, and his state­ 
ments for publication are always read 
with much interest by those who know 
him. 
On being asked what he thought of 
the political inclination of his people 
(the Cherokees) he said: 
“ As to the Indian as an Indian, it 
passes my understanding to see how 
any self-respecting Indian could vote 
the Republican ticket. The history of 
the past 37 years of the dealings of the 
Republicans, who were in control of the 
government, is a /black record of brok­ 
en promises, violated treaties, suspic­ 
ious seizures, our autonomy destroyed, 
our lands proportioned and divided with 
strangers, our schools taken aw*ay from 
us, our manhood debased. 
We are left 
without a citizenship and are strangers 
around 
our own fireside. 
Still the 
work goes on. 
“ In the name of God, if there be 
one, why should we vote as a Republi­ 
can? In so far as the constitutional 
convention 
election is concerned, 
I 
believe that every Indian and every 
right thinking white man as well, 


should vote for the Democratic candi­ 
dates, for the reason that the Demo­ 
crats are more likely to give them a 
constitution that will protect the mas­ 
ses than the Republicans will.

Singular Austrian Law. 
A few days ago the murderer of Mr. 
Reid, the Paisley man who mysteri­ 
ously disappeared

Heidelberg 
last July, having been arrested in 
Austria, was tried at Feldklrch and 
was convicted and sentenced to 20 
years imprisonment.

murderer 
had

petty theft about January of this year, 
and to this circumstance alone he is 
indebted for his life.

.antion in this city some time in No- 
Waber, when the Senate committee 
to investigate the surface of the seg- 
regated lands will be in session, and 
that a memorial will be presented to 
that committee upon the proper dis- 
posal of the surface of the segregated 
lands. This convention will be made 
up of all sorts of delegates-bankers, 
farmers, Indians, professional men and 
others—so that the committee from 
the Senate can not claim that it was 
dominated by land men, coal operators, 
railroads and those who were inimical 
to the best interests of the Indians. 


When interviewed concerning the 


segregated lands, 
Chairman Boone 


Williams said that the segregated coal 
lands around Lehigh and Coalgate are 
worth $25 to $50 an acre, that 11 per 
cent of the entire holdings of the Choc- 
taw and Chickasaw Nations were em- 
braced ir the segregated lands, and 
that 67 per cent of the rest belonged 
to the minors of the two Nations, and 
was tied up by the regulations of the 
Interior Department. 


Stebbins on Trial.

o'clock Tuesday afternoon, was begun 
the preliminary trial of Dick Stebbins, 
charged with assault with intent to kill 
John Cleveland last Saturday after- 
noon.

more. George Mitchell was honorably 
acquitted It could not have been oth- 
erwise. 


Esther Mitchell demanded to be a

ought to be hanged," she said, with 
perfect composure "I want to see my 
brother live long enough to make his 
peace with God, then he should die."

"I am Creffleld no longer," he an- 


nounced, "but the apostle Joshua re- 
incarnated. I am Christ's equal; I 
am another Christ" 


When he had things as he wanted 


After the shooting Esther Mitchell 


was perfectly calm 
She said that the 


killing had been entirely right. She 
contended that as long as the law 
would not punish her brother for 
killing "a holy man" she had a per- 
fect right to do BO 


"Some one had to do it," she said, 


with a smile, "and I was the best per- 
son." 


Outside the county jail a crowd was 


clamoring for her life 
There were 


even cries of "Lynch her, lynch her!" 


But this friendless girl sat cool and 


collected and made this statement, 
though she was notified that it might 
be used against her. 


"I am not insane 
Before I killed 


my brother Mrs Creffleld and I talked 
It over. We knew the law would pun- 
ish us, and after my arrest I told the 
chief of police everything. Mr. Cref- 
fleld was a holy man. My brother was 
of the world and was defiled. It was 
only right that George Mitchell should 
be punfshed for what he did. The law 
set him free. 1 know my brother es- 
caped punishment by saying he was 
Insane. But I will not do such a thing. 
I will tell them I am sane. He told 
them he was Insane and got free, but 
he didn't enjoy his liberty long, did 
be?" 


Has Not a Friend In Ssattle. 


"Hang her!" is the terse verdict of 


the men and women of Seattle. 'She 
has not a friend in all the town. Not 
even the hysterical women who en- 
joy visiting a wife-murderer or a man 
who has killed his mother will go 
near the girl.

at 3 o'clock. Boone Williams of Le- 
high was in the chair and a number of 
representatives of the coal towns were 
present. 


It was planned to hold a large con- 


t_3Otion in this city some time in No- 
Veoiber, when the Senate committee 
to investigate the surface of the seg- 
regated lands will be in session, and 
that a memorial will be presented to 
that committee upon the proper dis- 
posal of the surface of the segregated 
lands. This convention will be made 
up of all sorts of delegates—bankers, 
farmers, Indians, professional men and 
others—so that the committee from 
the Senate can not claim that it was 
dominated by land men, coal operators, 
railroads and those who were inimical 
to the best interests of the Indians. 


When interviewed concerning the 


segregated lands, 
Chairman Boone 


Williams said that the segregated coal 
lands around Lehigh and Coalgate are 
worth $25 to $50 an acre, that 11 per 
cent of the entire holdings of the Choc- 
taw and Chickasaw Nations were em- 
braced IP the segregated lands, and 
that 67 per cent of the rest belonged 
to the minors of the two Nations, and 
was tied up by the regulations of the 
Interior Department. 


Stebbim on Trial. 


In U. S. commissioner's court, at 2 


o'clock Tuesday afternoon, was begun 
the preliminary trial of Dick Stebbms, 
charged with assault with intent to kill 
John Cleveland last Saturday after- 
noon. At the hour of four six witnesses 
had been examined, four called by the 
government and two by the defendant.

On being asked what he thought of

(the Cherokees) he said: 


"As to the Indian as an Indian, it 


passes my understanding to see how 
any self-respecting Indian could vote 
the Republican ticket. The history of 
the past 37 years of the dealings of the 
Republicans, who were in control of the 
government, is a /black record of brok- 
en promises, violated treaties, suspic- 
ious seizures, our autonomy destroyed, 
our lands proportioned and divided with 
strangers, our schools taken away from 
us, our manhood debased.

more. George Mitchell was honorably 
acquitted It could not have been oth- 
erwise. 


Esther Mitchell demanded to be a 


witness against her brother. She was 
heard.

ought to be hanged," she said, with 
perfect composure "I want to see my 
brother live long enough to make his 
peace with God, then he should die."

This sect of the Holy Rollers has 
set these two states of the North Pa- 
cific coast by the ears.

founded it in September, 1903. 
He 


taught some 
of Ruskin's theories 


about plain living and high thinking, 
and many women became his fol- 
lowers. But all this 
high-sounding 


talk was only a mask 'for what was 
to come. Soon Creffleld was revealed 
in his true colors. 


"I am Creffleld no longer," he an- 


nounced, "but the apostle Joshua re- 
incarnated. I am Christ's equal; I 
am another Christ" 


When he had things as he wanted 


After the shooting Esther Mitchell 


was perfectly calm 
She said that the 


killing had been entirely right. She 
contended that as long as the law 
would not punish her brother for 
killing "a holy man" she had a per- 
fect right to do BO 


"Some one had to do it," she said, 


with a smile, "and I was the best per- 
son." 


Outside the county jail a crowd was 


clamoring for her life 
There were 


even cries of "Lynch her, lynch her!" 


But this friendless girl sat cool and 


collected and made this statement, 
though she was notified that it might 
be used against her. 


"I am not insane 
Before I killed 


my brother Mrs Creffleld and I talked 
It over. We knew the law would pun- 
ish us, and after my arrest I told the 
chief of police everything. Mr. Cref- 
fleld was a holy man. My brother was 
of the world and was defiled. It was 
only right that George Mitchell should 
be punfshed for what he did. The law 
set him free. 1 know my brother es- 
caped punishment by saying he was 
Insane. But I will not do such a thing. 
I will tell them I am sane. He told 
them he was Insane and got free, but 
he didn't enjoy his liberty long, did 
be?" 


Has Not a Friend In Ssattle. 


"Hang her!" is the terse verdict of 


the men and women of Seattle. 'She 
has not a friend in all the town. Not 
even the hysterical women who en- 
joy visiting a wife-murderer or a man 
who has killed his mother will go 
near the girl. 


them, he ordered the women to leave 
their families and follow him. Many 
of them did so.

Creffleld, who was Maud Hurt, both 
glory in their deed.

Singular Austrian Law. 


A few days ago the murderer of Mr. 


Reid, the Paisley man who mysteri- 
ously disappeared 
from Heidelberg 


last July, having been arrested in 
Austria, was tried at Feldklrch and 
was convicted and sentenced to 20 
years Imprisonment. 


The case illustrates a singularity of 


the Austrian criminal law. Generally 
speaking, a premeditated murder is 
punishable by death In Austria, but in 
cases where between the time of the 
murder and the arrest the prisoner 
has been punished for some other 
crime a sentence of capital punish- 
ment cannot be passed upon him. 


In this case 
the 
murderer had 


served 
a week's imprisonment for 


petty theft about January of this year, 
and to this circumstance alone he is 
indebted for his life. 


Clever Trick of Preai Gang. 


Desperate means were sometimes 


resorted to in order to get men for 
British warships. A chronicler writes 
that in the year 1738 "a fleet of ships, 
being required immediately to bo 
manned, the press gangs placed a live 
turkey on the top of the monument, 
which, drawing together a great num- 
ber of idle people, they had the oppor- 
tunity of selecting aa many men aa 
answered the purpose of their intend- 
ed scheme."

Chain 6, join. 
First row—Chain 3 for first treble 


crochet, 19 more, making 20 t c in ring, 
join. 


Second row—2 t c in every one on 


last row, making 40 in all, join. 


Third row—Increase again on 3d st, 


loin. This gives 18 wldenings, which 
are continued to the 13th row, when 
they are decreased enough to keep 
the work smooth, the last row having 
almost no wldenings. This finishes tbe 
center, which has 15 rows. 


Insertion—Fourteen double crochet 


along th'e edge of center turn, ch 10, 
'asten back in 7th st, turn, half fill loop 
with 6 d c, equally separated by 2 
plcots, (made thus: ch 5, fasten in 1st 
with s c) turn, ch 16, fasten back in 
7th st on edge of center turn, fill loop 
with 14 d c equally separated by 6 
plcots, finish filling 1st loop -with 6 
d c and 2 picots, make 7 d c along 
edge, turn, ch 16, fasten in top of 1st 
loop, turn, fill loop with 14 d c and 6 
picots, aa at first. Repeat around mat. 


Now ch 11, and catch in highest 


picot of each loop, all around inser 


both center and outer edge should 
have few or no widening, and even lap 
a little, af otherwise the lace would 
be too full, in which case a skipped 
stitch would be necessary at each 
scallop.

Lace and Silk Used. 


This ia a pretty girlish dress for 


summer wear; it is made in a cream 
challts finely spotted in pale blue. The) 
full skirt is gathered into the waist- 
band and is trimmed at the foot with, 
three crossfolds of the delaine. 


The bodice baa a yoke and lower 


part of sleeves of cream lace over silk; 
the delaine is tucked where it Joins the 
yoke, and is stitched down for a few 
inches. The center forms a box-pleat.

d c, picot, 2 d c, plcot. 1 d c, turn, 


ch 12. fasten back in 10th st (or top 
of opposite loop), turn, half fill with 2 
d c, picot, 2 d c, plcot, 1 d c, turn, ch 
16, fasten back in 10th st, turn, fill 
loop with 14 d o and 6 picots. finish 
filling next loop. 


Then make 2 d c, plcot, 2 d c, plcot, 


1 d c in next unfinished loop, turn, ch 
16, fasten in top of last finished loop, 
turn, 2 d c, picot, 1 d c in loop, turn, 
ch 12, fasten In top of opposite loop, 
turn, 12 d c and 5 plcots in loop, finish 
next loop with 1 d c, plcot, 2 d c, plcot. 
2 d c, picot, 8 d c, plcot, 2 d c, then last 
Ipop with 1 d c, plcot, 2 d c, picot, 2 d 
c. This completes one scallop, of 
which there should he 19 for this doily.
